sula for the past week, and it is 
declared thousands of wounded 
are arriving every day at Con- 
tinople, At the same time 
thousands of fresh troops are be- 
ing sent to the Dardanelles front, 
The scarcity of bread and coal is 
said to have added to the general 
feeling of depression,

LONDON, Aug. 24.—Optimistic re- 
ports concerning operations on the 
Gallipoli peninsula have been in cir- 
cwlation for the {past few days, and 
prophesies are freely made that a 
fow weeks will see the, close of the 
allies most difficult tasks in the near 
east. The Turks, too, expect the 
Anglo-French forces to ibe successful, 
if news reaching Sofia from (Con- 
stantinople is reliable. 

In fact, it is felt here now that, so 
far as the Dardanelles is concerned, 
it is a matter of indifference to the 
allies whether the \Balkan states lend 
a hand. heir assistance iy wanted, 
however, against Austria and aiso to 
shorten the Turkish resistance, if the 
straits are opened, For these rea- 
sons negotiations with the near east- 
ern canitals are being avatched with 
interest, and the decision of Serbia 
on the proposals of the quadruple 
entente for satisfying the aspirations 
of Bulgaria, which will be reached at 
tw council of ministers tomorrow, 1s 
anxiously awaited, 

Rulgaria’s Advent Expected 

It is believed in London that Ser- 
bia's reply will prove satisfactory, 
and that ‘Bulgaria's co-operation will 
be assured, This would open the way 
also for an active policy on the part 
of Rumania, who wants assurance 
Bulgaria will not attack her ibecause 
she commences to move her troops. 
It is contidently expected all these 
questions will be ‘settled — satisfac- 
torily to the ablies, and that withia 
the same ‘period the future policy of 
Greece «will be definitely announced. 

In the meantime Austro-German 
armies.are aiming more heavy blows 


‘at Russia.in-the hope of putting her 


on the defensive indefinitely, and ‘per- 
mitting the removal of some of their 
own troops to other fronts, marticu- 
lafly Serbia and italy, in the hope of 
repeating their eastern successes. 
The Russians are encouraged, how- 
ever, by their naval victory in the 
Gulf of Riga, which has delayed 
Field Marshal Von ‘Hindenburg's 
greut outflanking movement through 
Courland, and are offering very stiff

front—a«a total of 3,200,000 men on the 
actual fighting line—while there also 
were 1,120,000 Austrians opposed to 
the Russians. There were, bes des, 
“a dJarge number of'German troops of 
various classes in garrisons. fortifi- 
cations and on lines of communication 
in addition to convalescents, tavalids 
and others, 

3,200,000 Germans on Both Lines, 

“It is impossible to say,"’ the state- 
ment declares, “how far the reserve 
troops have been armed and equip- 
ped, ‘but the fact that the total num- 
ber of men on the two fronts is only 
4,400,000 appears to show that this 
in about the dargest number the Ger 
anans are able to put, fully equipped 
into the fighting line. 

“Tho Germans, from a date shortly 
pfter the outbreak of the war sup- 
plied the lossé@ in their first line and 
reserve troops from the second and 
even the third line, s@ that it is safer 
to regard all the German troops in 
the fighting line ag much of the same 
quality as in the first few months of 
athe war, 

“It is calculated that the first line 
troops lost about fifty per cent. in 
casualties and the reserves about 25 
per cent., their places being taken b)
